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CASE WITH MULTIPLE TUBES FOR MAKEUP

A proposal has already been made to combine two or more tubes of makeup, such as 
lipstick, eyebrow pencil, and eyeliner, in one case, so that the user does not have to look for the 
makeup items she needs in several different places. 

The object of the invention is such a case consisting of two ordinary tubes containing the 
makeup, mounted on two bases articulated at the bottom and held together by a cover. The 
lower, cylindrical part of the cover fits over a corresponding part at the base of the tubes when 
they are side by side together. 

The following description of a particular embodiment of the case is given as an example 
and does not limit the scope of the invention. 



Figure 1 shows how the case looks with its cover on. 

Figure 2 shows how the case looks with the cover removed. 

Figure 3 shows how the joined tubes look during makeup application. 

The case according to the invention consists of two bases 1 and la, made of plastic or 
another material, on which are mounted the tubes 2 and 2a containing the sticks of makeup and 
equipped with the usual devices for advancing these sticks. The two bases 1 and la stand next to 
each other and are articulated at 3 by means of a rod running through a straight passage made in 
each of them. Thanks to this articulation, the tubes can be separated to form a 90° angle, which 
makes it possible to use the makeup or instruments contained in each of the tubes separately. 

Next to each other as shown in Figure 2, the bases 1 and la form a unit with a cylindrical 
part 4 limited by a stop 5. A cover 6, made of plastic or another material, whose cylindrical 
interior has the same dimensions as the part 4 9 fits over this latter and consequently holds the two 
bases 1 and la together. In this way, the set of two joined tubes, equipped with the cover, has 
the overall appearance of an ordinary case. 

Makeup items of various types can be used in the same tubes, combining the various 
possible options: thus it is possible to combine sticks of rouge of different shades for day and 
night, or to combine a stick of lipstick and an eyebrow pencil, or to combine an eyebrow pencil 
and a small mascara brush. 
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ABSTRACT 

The invention concerns a case for multiple makeup items or instruments or other products 
and is characterized by the following points, taken separately or together: 

1 . The makeup items or instruments are mounted in single tubes or cases, articulated 
together at their base so that they can be held together or separated at a convenient angle during 
use; 

2. The joined tubes have cylindrical parts at their base which come together, limited by a 
stop, and the cover of the unit has a cylindrical interior of the same dimensions; 

3. The case is closed and the single tubes are held together at the same time by fitting the 
cover over the cylindrical parts at the base of the tubes.
